Have not failed, on
the one hand, of acquiring, nor on the other

I commenced doin? busi
ness in the world on principles then prev
alent in sociely. The credit system, or
the system of owing and being owed, was

universal operation all around me, so
much that I knew of no other way than to

be connected with it. I weuton initwiili
varied succesv. Since I have appeared
before the public it has always bet n my
let to stand in the minority to be engag-
ed in unpopular doings.
